Reviewed Department 


the July meeting the State 
Board Health, the California State 
Department Public Health re- 
viewed its current activities the 
field radiologic health and pro- 
posed plans for expansion these 
services. 

The activities which the depart- 
ment engaged this field were re- 
viewed because the potential public 
health hazards associated with the in- 
creasing use ionizing radiation for 
peacetime purposes, addition the 
radioactive fallout problems which 
follow the testing atomic weapons. 

The proposed plan for expansion 
radiologic health services includes 
provision more comprehensive sur- 
veillance environment, both com- 
munities and industry. This calls 
for detection and intepretation sig- 
nificant fluctuations environmental 
background radiation air, water, 
food products and sewage. 

proposes broadened program 
provide consultation and advice re- 
garding safe handling, transport, use, 
protection handlers, waste disposal 
and siting reactors. 

The program would integrate the 
activities this program with the 
educational, consultative, inspectional 
and law enforcement services the 
appropriate existing administration 
units the department, seeking 
appropriate technical training for 
present members the staff, and 


recruitment and employment com- 


petent technicians where necessary 
augment present staff resources. 

Current activities the depart- 
ment are summarized below: 

Since the department has been 
routinely monitoring water and sew- 
age for radioactivity, survey the 
northeastern counties was conducted 
soon after the recent fallout episode 
which followed Nevada weapons 
test. the samples—water sup- 
plies, 25; melting snow, 15; mud from 


reservoir and lake bottoms, 30—taken 
the survey, only three scattered 


areas showed any significant amounts 
radioactivity. These were the 
Donner Summit, Lassen Park, and 
Gold Lake Sierra County. 


must emphasized that these 
three significant radioactive values 


were found only melting snow and 
not drinking water. drinking 
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water systems showed any significant 

level radiation. 

The department will resurvey these 
and other areas the end the 
weapons testing period determine 

any significant levels radioac- 
tivity exist. 

April, 1956, the department 

began program radiological sur- 
veillance the atmosphere co-op- 

eration with the United States Public 

Health Service. part the na- 

tional surveillance network, two sam- 

pling stations—one Berkeley and 
one Los Angeles—were established. 
The results more than year 
surveillance have shown episodes 
few days’ duration when the radio- 
activity air samples the Cali- 
fornia stations greater than the 
normal level observed before the 1956 
atomic tests began. After each short 
episode increased radioactivity 
air samples, the level radioactivity 
returned the normal level. Thus, 
there has been increase observed 
the background level the Cali- 
fornia monitoring stations. 
The network serves useful 
source data the movement 
air masses tagged with radioactivity 
from atomic tests, and may useful 
meteorological studies and 
studies the distribution fallout 
such materials vegetation, ani- 
mals and man.
